will be printed on the tape-like print medium 
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Regarding claim 14, the prior art of record does not teach a computer program product 
comprising computer-readable instructions that cause a computer to execute all the combined 
steps including, a print control step for-of executing print control so that the print image 
generated by one of the first and second image generation steps will be printed on the tape-like 
print medium first and thereafter the print image generated by the other will be printed on the 
tape-like print medium.
